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The Gazette des Beaux-Art tells the following story about Alfred 
Stevens: A rich collector came to the artist's studio and saw a com- 
position which represented two girls looking out of a window.' The 
picture pleased him, but he hesitated about buying it because he could 
find "no subject" in it. "What!" cried the painter indignantly, "then 
you have not understood my picture. These girls are watching a pass- 
ing omnibus and one of them is pointing out her fiance to the other." 
The "patron" still looked dissatisfied. "But," he objected, "isn't she 
rather too well dressed to have a fiance who rides in an. omnibus?" 
"Ah," said the painter solemnly, "but he is on foot, only it happens that 
he is hidden at this particularly moment by the omnibus." The vis- 
itor's scruples were now quite removed, he bought the picture without 
hesitation, and it has since been known as "Le Fiance qui passe."
